Maconite, First To Cross Rhine, 
Escapes Bridge Bombing by Hair

Lt. Guy E. Amspoker, 21, of 465 
Napier avenue, Macon, is a Geor- 
gia boy who has made history. 

For yesterday, according to a 
United Press dispatch from the 
Rhineland bridgehead he -led a 
patrol of Americans across the 
Rhine into Germany—the first 
group of hostile soldiers to cross 
that great river since the age of 
Napoleon 125 years ago. 

In a dispatch from the United 

tates Ninth Army headquarters 
in Derdingen, Germany, Ann 
Stringer, of the United Press, re- 
lates that Lt. Amspoker led one of 
two American patrols across the 
1.420-foot Adolf Hitler Highway 
Bridge to German soil east of 
the Rhine and escaped back safe- 
ly to the American lines a few 


This bridge was a new modernis- 
tic structure and was one of Hit- 
ler’s military monuments. 


In speaking of his adventure, 
Lt. Amspoker said: 

“We left about 5:30 a. m. and 
got back about 6:40 a. mi.—just 
20 minutes before the Germans 
blew up the bridge. It really felt 
good to get back, even though we 
had to pass through some ma- 
chinegun fire on the way. A fight 
Was going on between one of our 
companies and some trapped Ger- 
mans. 

“The bridge was being shelled 
intermittently and we got over 
German soil on the other side be- 
fore we saw it was impossible for 
our infantry to cross while the 
roadway of the bridge was burn-

ing. It was still in flames. Our 


pmission was accomplished, so we 
came back.” 


Lt. Amspoker had five men with 
him, 

Lt. Amspoker is the only child 
of Mrs. Jessie K. Amspoker, of 
Macon.

In a telephone conversation 
with Mrs. Amspoker, The Consti- 
tution gave her the first news of 
her son’s exploit. 

“I’m proud of him,” she said. 
“And I’m glad, too, that he’s safe. 
I have not had a letter from him 
since he wrote that he had re- 
joined his unit after recovering 
from wounds received iin action.’

| 1,000 Tanks Lash 


Hun Escape Line 


PARIS, Monday, March 5.—(UP)—American Ninth Army 
tank forces have smashed to the Rhine at Homberg, bringing 
the great Essex Krupp arsenal within artillery range, with 
Berlin asserting that other forces have attempted an in- 
vasion of the Ruhr at Duesseldorf. 


The German report remains un-‘ 


confirmed by any Allied source. It 
claimed that American tank forces 
had crossed the Rhine on the 
southern bridge at Duesseldorf 
and had been repulsed. | 

The Nazi DNB agency said that 
preparations were being made for 
another crossing northwest of 
Duesseldorf, where Lt. Gen. Wil- 
liam H. Simpson’s troops were 
said to be bringing up rubber as- 
sault boats to force the river. 


COLOGNE BATTLE RAGES 

The battle of Cologne flamed to- 
ward a climax which field dis- 
patches said may be reached with- 
in the next 24 hours. First Army 
troops storming the city broke 
through German defenses for 
gains of nearly four miles on a 
seven-mile front and were only 
two miles from Cologne’s ancient 
gates. 


The Canadian First Army in the 
north hammered fiercely at a Ger- 
man position protecting the ene- 
my’s last escape bridge across the 
Rhine. 


Simpson’s forces were estimated 
to be hurling 1,000 tanks against 
the Germans. A Ninth Army 
spokesman stated authoritatively 
that American casualties were 
“extremely—very remarkably— 
low, with a particularly low per- 
centage of killed to wounded.”

2 Georgia Nurses of Corregidor — 
Run Into Arms of Happy Families 


The greatest advance of the day 
in the siege of Cologne was made 
by Maj. Gen. Terry Allen’s famed 
104th “Timberwolf” Division, 
which speared ahead almost four 
miles into Lovenich to engage the 
German defenders in a pitched 
street battle. 

The 104th captured eight towns 
on the blazing Cologne plain in 
14 hours to reach Lovenich, closest 
point to Cologne yet gained by 
American troops. ‘The men of Al- 
len’s division were reported eager 
for the honor of being first into 
the Rhineland capital. 

The battle raged with mounting 
fury last night along a line from 
Widdersdorf south through Loven- 
ich to Burbach. ‘The city also was 
threatened from the north, where 
Third Armored Division tanks had 
slashed ahead to reach the Rhine 
between Cologne and Duesseldorf. 
LAST DITCH FURY 

Field dispatches said Widders- 
dorf was captured but that heavy 
fighting still flamed in Lovenich 
and Burbach. The Nazis were 
reported battling with last-ditch 
fury, using self-propelled guns, 
tanks, arftitank guns and mortars 
while heavier artillery shelled the 
Americans from east of the Rhine. 

“Cologne is awaiting the death 
knell,” wrote United Press Corre- 
spondent John B. McDermott. “It 
is known that the Germans have 
pulled back many troops into the 
city. They may still be there or 
perhaps they have already retreat- 
ed across the Rhine. Tomorrow 
might tell the story. The battle 
for Cologne may be _ another 
bloody, burning Aachen—or it 
may be a pushover.” 

Air reconnaissance reports to 
the British air ministry indicated 
that German forces in Cologne 
have been left without a single 
bridge to supply the defense of 
the city, although there still are 
ferries plying across the Rhine.

More than 1,000 Fortresses and 
Liberators of the U. S. Eighth Air 
Force protected by 500 fighter 
planes attacked Ulm and other 
communications and _ industrial 
centers in the Munich area.

WEAK OPPOSITION 


Most of the bombers, however, 
broke through and attacked freight 
yards, an ordnance depot and in- 
dustries in southwest Germany, 
the Eighth Air Force said. The 
formations encountered only weak 
flak and no fighter opposition. 

A fleet of 600 RAF Lancasters 
struck the Wanne-Eickel freight 
yards, largest in the Ruhr, in an 
attack described as “heavy.” Po- 
lish and RAF Mustang squadrons 
escorted the huge bombers. 

The Italy-based bombers, mak- 
ing their 19th operation in 20 days, 
hit targets at Szombathely and So- 
pron in Hungary, and at Wiener 
Neustadt, Bruck and Graz in Aus- 
tria. Zagreb railyards also were 
bombed. 

NORTH ITALY BLOWS 


In addition, medium bombers of 
the U. S. 12th Air Force in Italy 
bombed Brenner rail line bridges 
and German communication and 
transportation facilities in north- 
ern Italy. Other Italian-based Al- 
lied planes supported ground 
forces all along the Italian front. 

Snow and a thick overcast cloak- 
ing most of the western front re- 
stricted operations of tactical 
planes supporting the Allied offen- 
sive. The U. S. Ninth Air Force 
was able to make only four sor- 
ties. 

Increasingly heavy traffic was 
reported on the Rhine and pilots 
expressed the belief that the Ger- 
mans, having blown a number of 
Rhine river bridges, were using 
barges either to ferry supplies to 
troops on the western bank or to 
evacuate men and material.

For. Vandenberg

WASHINGTON, March 4.— 
President Roosevelt has assured 
Sen. Vandenberg, Republican, of 
Michigan, of freedom of action at 
the World Security Conference 
and Vandenberg is expected to ac- 
cept an invitation to become a 
delegate. 


An authoritative source said to- 
day the President’s assurances 
that there are no strings attach- 
ed to service on the American 
delegation to the San Francisco 
meeting were conveyed in a let- 
ter to the chairman of the senate 
Republican conference. 


Vandenberg; who has declined 
comment, reportedly told friends 
he will make an announcement of 
his position early this week. That 
announcement is expected to sig- 
nal his acceptance of a place on 
the United States delegation of 
eight. 

The San Francisco meeting, be- 
ginning April 25, is intended to 
complete, and formally set up, the 
world peace machinery outlined 
in the Dumbarton Oaks confer- 
ences here. 

Rep. Eaton, Republican, of New 
Jersey, already has officially ac- 
cepted the invitation to be a dele- 
gate. Lt. Cmdr. Harold E. Stas- 
sen, another Republican chosen, 
also has said he will attend the

Up to now Vandenberg has 
withheld any comment despite re- 
ceipt of an official invitation from 
the President. Mr. Roogevelt said

George Aids 
Freedom of 
Religion 


Sen. George, chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, yesterday urged American 
church members to demand in- 
clusion of Woodrow Wilson’s re- 
ligious freedom declaration in any 
United Nations’ world organiza- 
tion. 

The Wilsonian guarantee was 
offered in 1919 as Article VII of 
the League of Nation’s covenant 
but was rejected by the league 
commission. 

“Had President Wilson’s pro- 
posal been adopted and properly 
implemented the whole course of 
recent history would -have been 
radically changed,” George said in 
an address prepared for delivery 
on the “Baptist Hour,” a Sunday 
radio program sponsored by the 
Southern Baptist Convention and 
originating in Atlanta. 

The senator spoke from Wash- 
ington and his text was made pub- 
lic here. 

The Wilson proposal, he said, 
would have prevented the perse- 
cution of the Jews and other re- 
ligious minorities “and the whole 
world would have known a new 
birth of freedom.” 

Recalling the part Baptists play- 
ed in obtaining religious freedom 
in the United States, George called 
upon the 11,000,000 members of 
that denomination in this country 
to line up other congregations in 
support of the Wilson pledge. 
George himself is a deacon of the 
Vienna, Ga., Baptist church. 

“America has an unescapable 
obligation to lead the United Na- 
tions into a world organization 
embodying the principles and 
safe-guarding the freedoms that 
have made the United States the 
freest, the greatest and the most 
prosperous nation on earth,” he 
said. 

President Wilson’s religious free- 
dom, George said, was: 

“Recognizing religious persecu- 
tion and intolerance as fertile 
sources of war, the powers signa- 
tory hereby agree, and the League 
of Nations shall exact from all 
states seeking admission to it, the 
promise that they will make no 
law prohibiting or interfering with 
the free exercise of religion and 
that they will in no way discrim- 
inate, either in law or in fact, 
against those who practice any 
particular creed, religion or belief, 
whose practices are not inconsist- 
ent with public order or public 
peace.”

Inadequate _ 


Favor Conscription, 
But Charge Proposed 
Law Is Contradictory 


Declaring itself in favor of 
the drafting of nurses, but object- 
ing to the bill now before con- 
gress on the grounds that it is 
contradictory and inadequate, and 
would fail to solve the need of the 
armed forces for adequate nursing 
cave, the legislative committee of 
the Georgia State Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation has filed formal protest 
against the proposed legislation. 

The committee was called Sat- 
urday by Miss Lillian Nelson, as- 
sociation president, to consider the 
selective service bill for nurses. 

A paramount objection was that 
the bill failed as a first @tep'to se- 
lective service of all women. Re- 
cently the American Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation indorsed the principle of a 
draft of nurses, expressing a hope 
a limited service act for all 
women, 

“This would require an army of 
workers, of which nurses are only 
a part. Therefore we believe that 
all women should be registered 
under a national service act,” de- 
clared Mrs. Durice Dickerson Han- 
executive secretary of the 
Georgia association, commenting 
upon the declared aim of the bill 
in question.

ROME—(By Mail)—It was Sunday. The shat- 
tered hulk of the Coliseum was crowded with 
sightseers. Soldiers of all nations stood and 

walked around the ruins, feeling the weight of history and of 
centuries. 

It was all about us. Here the crowds had laughed at clowns; 
had cheered lions as they tore Christian martyrs and criminals to 
awa Here had been the water games, the gladiators, the elephant 
ignts. 

Here the emperors had come with their richly clad retinues. 
Not far away was the street which Nero had lit with the bodies of 
Christians dipped in pitch and set afire, locked in cages atop poles. 

Here it was before us. 

Yet for me it would not come alive. I could people it with my 
imagination. I could picture the great crowds. I could hear the 
shrieks of fear and death; the roar of lions and tigers; the prayers 
and pleas of those dying.

The old ruins depressed me. It was better outside. There is 
no isight quite like that of St. Peter’s cathedral. The vast sweep 
and size of it is so confined in grace and majesty by the genius of 
the architects who designed it that one may stand for a long time 
before its embracing columns and see something new each moment. 

Here the apostles, Peter and Paul, had been. Rome was old 
when they came preaching the new gospel. Here Peter was cruci- 
fied, asking them to nail him to the cross head down, so unworthy 
did he feel. Their bones still are in the earth at the cathedral. 

They left something more vital than the old ruins. They did 
come alive and stay alive, two stubborn men preaching something 
so new and so radical that kings and emperors feared it. Stand- 
ing there before the cathedral one could picture them and the Rome 
of their day, shaken by their words. 

Everywhere in eternal Rome there seemed to be a question- 
ing from the old ruins and from the people as to the future and 
what it-holds. The ruins say that civilizations can fall, great and 
powerful civilizations can crumble and go to pieces. 


Italians Cynical cynicism. They have grown cynical about 


themselves. Twenty years of Fascism have left them spiritually 
defeated. They are like people who are coming out of ether, trying 
to bring things into focus. 

There is want and need, not as great as in France and Belgium, 
but still great want and need. War and winter have done much 
to Europe. It is no good thinking we can, when the shooting ends, 
leave Europe to herself. Europe will be, unless it is restored to 
an upright position, a dead weight about the neck of the world, 
pulling down the whole structure. 

Seeing Europe, struggling out of winter and war. one sees too 
that the first world war never stopped. What we have had is a 
30 years war. Here in Italy one sees, too, that Mussolini and 
his government left nothing of a substantial nature. It created 
nothing save sound and fury and a few badly designed buildings 
and monuments. It is reflected in the Italian people today. 

The old ruins, the ruins of today still ask a question of the 
future. Will we be able to rid ourselves of the German sickness? 
It is a sickness which has corrupted and debased the world.

A couple of weeks ago this column discussed 

@scar Wilde’s famous novel, “The Picture of 

Dorian Gray.” Including quite a lengthy list of 
quotations of some of the pithy paragraphs from that work. 

You may remember the occasion, for that column was the re- 
ceipt, in the mail, of a couple of the novels sent by old friend 
Oscar Doob, who is the guy who directs advertising and publicity, 
nationally, for Loew’s theaters. I didn’t know at that time that 
M-G-M had made a picture from the Wilde novel, but guessed as 
much merely because of the source of my book gift. 

Now I have been informed, by half a dozen interested theater 
men, that such a picture has been made, has been previewed in 
Hollywood. 

So, this column is beyond doubt publicity for that picture. 

> Repeating a little from that earlier column, 
Classic Novel “Dorian Gray” has been classified by literary 


critics as one of the finest examples of the novel form of literature 
in modern times. I must agree with that judgment, for I had read 
the book three or four times before ever I dreamed of any picture 
version. I guess I first read it at least 40 years ago. 

However, it is historic fact that the book was almost unani- 
mously condemned, when it was first published, as one of the 
vilest, most immoral books ever written! When we compare it with 
many novels of the last few years that judgment brings nothing but 
a tolerant smile. 

Two weeks ago I said it seemed impossible, to me, for the real 
atmosphere of the book to be transferred to the screen. I still have 
my doubts and fear the picture will turn out to be nothing nor 
less than a murder mystery with a lot of sickish romance injected. 
There is love interest, of a kind, in the book, but it is really second- 
ary to the main theme. om

“T wonder if you realize what a helluva rumpus you would have 
kicked up if you had written that column back in 1891, proclaim- 
ing ‘The Picture of Dorian Gray’ a great novel? You would have 
been pelted with pansies and bricks up and down Peachtree street. 

“It was this story (I’ve just been rereading Frank Harris’ 
“Oscar Wilde’s Life and Confessions’) that really started Wilde 
toward his doom! And the critics in London had a field day. Even 
the liberal Daily Chronicle attacked ‘Dorian Gray’ as a ‘tale spawned 
from the leprous literature of the French decadents—a poisonous 
book, the atmosphere of which is heavy with the mephitic odors 
of moral and spiritual putrefaction.’ 

“But today Ralph Jones praises ‘Dorian,’ and I trust, does him- 
self no damage! 

“T challenge you to see this movie. Regardless of how you feel 
about it, I’ll bet you’ll say the screen has made a valiant attempt 
to transplant Wilde. It will be interesting to see how the public 
takes it.

President's Report 
Was Well Received 


WASHINGTON—President Roosevelt’s report 
. to congress upon his return from the Crimean 
conference was more of a talk than it was a 


formal address. 


His tone and manner were conversational throughout, and 
there was in his speech none of the oratorical flourishes which 


pron mark the appearance of a chief executive before the con- 
ress. 


It was as though Mr. Roosevelt was sitting in his drawing room 
with members of congress surrounding him. He talked in much 
the same conversational style, giving an account of his travels and 
the problems that were taken up and solved at Yalta. 


Despite the severe formality of occasions of the kind, the Presi- 
dent’s attitude and his manner of speech had the effect of making 
the scene a simple one. Nothing quite like it has been seen at a 
joint session of congress before. 

7 In the first place, Mr. Roosevelt deviated from custom by deliv. 
ering his speech from a sitting position. He did not walk into the 
chamber as he has in the past. This time he was wheeled in on 
his little business-like rolling chair—the same type that he gave the 
King of Arabia, who had envied its leg-saving facilities. 

Once inside the chamber, the President transferred to a more 
comfortable red plush-covered chair, from which he delivered his 
report. He was seated immediately in front of the speaker's dais, 
whereas ordinarily he stands on the dais itself. 


Another evidence of the President’s informality was found in 
the number of deviations he made from the written text of his 
speech. There were no less than twenty interpolations by actual 
count. At the end of a paragraph or sentence he would continue 
on with added comment on the subject. 


In that way he made his reference to the various world prima 
donnas with whom he has found it necessary to deal, a thrust be- 
lieved to have been aimed at Gen. De Gaulle, the temperamental 
head of the French provisional government, who refused an invita- 
tion to meet with the President on his return from Yalta. 


Because of the impersonal manner of its delivery, the speech 
was pronounced a distinct success. Moreover, Mr. Roosevelt stu- 
diously avoided all controversial issues. He was merely taking con- 
gress—and the people—into his confidence on the all-important 
issues of world peace. Peace should be as devoid of partisan 
politics as the victory we are determined to win, he said sagely. 
Healthy One effect of the President’s personal appearance before 

congress, the first he has made in more than two years, 
was to scotch the new crop of rumors that had arisen during his 
absence over the state of his health. Members of both houses 
agreed that he was in fit form. It was particularly noted that he 


looked more healthy than he did before leaving the country some 
five weeks ago, despite the ardors of 14,000 miles of travel. 

Sen. George, who, along with Sen. Russell, occupied a seat 
in the house chamber only a few feet removed from the President, 
remarked that he looked far better than the last time he saw Mr. 
Roosevelt at the White House just before leaving for the historic 
meeting with the Prime Minister and Marshal-Premier. 

“He had more color in his face, and he seemed to have gained 
a little weight,’ the Georgia senior senator said. 

Sen. Russell also was impressed with the President’s condition.

Now who issues the orders in 
such a case and what is the Army 
up to, anyway? 

In the absence of any dis- 
patches from France exposing this 
political fraud, intended to swing 
the soldier vote to Roosevelt, it is 
fair to assume either that the cen- 
sorship precluded such writing or 
that these politicians were kept 
out of the way of the press. 

In another case, the Democratic 
nominee, addressing the aristocra- 
cy of the Teamsters’ Union last 
fall, dragged in a rumor that his 
dog, Fala, had been left behind 
in the Aleutians during his sum- 
mer cruise and that a naval ves 
sel had been sent back, at great 
expense to the public, to fetch 
him, No such story had had gen- 
eral circulation and there is no 
reason to grant that it wasn't 
planted by one of his political 
agents so he could deny it. How- 
ever, inasmuch as he had raised 
the question of expense, # would 
have done no harm, except to his 
political interests, to say how 
much it had cost the taxpayers to 
refit an important _ship, before and 
after his voyage, for his special 
accommodation. But, any naval 
officer who had revealed that in- 
formation then or who should do 
so now would simply wind up his 
career, 

The Army is in dirty business 
doing the Work of the CIO in pri- 
vately owned property and should 
have better use for its generals 
and colonels if they have ability 
suitable to their rank. But, if this 
must be, then the press agents 
should be dropped from the or- 
ganization table because we know 
they are only going to butter up 
the men they have’ to salute and 
that, my friends, is not press rela- 
tions but ballyhoo and politics.

Manager Plan 


Goes Back to 
Commission 


By CHRISTINE JONES. 

Since the Fulton delegates to the 
legislature turned thumbs down 
on a proposal to set up a county 
manager form of government in 
Fulton county, the county commis- 
sioners may decide what’s to be 
done with the idea at their regu- 
lar meeting Wednesday. 


“I’m going to bring the matter 
up then, because the board has to 
decide what to do,” Chairman 
Charlie Brown, who sponsored the 
bill, said yesterday. 

Brown, who was out of town 
when the legislators tabled the 
proposal, expressed disappoint- 
ment that the bill, with a referen- 
dum, had not been introduced in 
the general assembly. 


REFUSE BILL 

The delegates refused to intro- 
duce the proposal because, they 
said, the bill was not received in 
tinje for passage. 

“The commission could probably 
create a job and employ some- 
one with the title of manager, but, 
without legislative action, he 
would have no authority,” the 
chairman continued. “He would 
only be a figurehead to carry out 
orders. 1 don’t believe that type 
of system would work.” 

Under a 1922 act, the commis- 
sion has the authority to create a 
county manager form of govern- 
ment, if 20 per cent of the regis- 
tered voters petition for the 
change and a referendum is held. 


NEEDS POWER 

Brown, however, said the act 
would limit the manager’s authori- 
ty, and he believed the board 
would not wish to make the 
change, unless the manager would 
have enough power to run the 
county without political interfer- 
ence, 

“The purpose of my bill is to 
conduct the $5,000,000 business of 
the county efficiently and to the 
best interest of the _ citizens,” 
Brown added, “That’s why I think 
such a bill should have teeth in it.” 

“Since the bill didn’t get passed 
during the recent session of legisla- 
ture the county probably will have 
to wait a year before the job can 
be created by legislative act, and 
another year before the manager 
form can be put into effect,” he 
said. 

Brown's bill creates a manager 
with powers to control the county 
government, subject to the approv- 
al of the county commission. The 
manager, who would be paid a 
salary of $7,500 to $12,000 a year, 
would serve as general supervisor 
of county affairs and report his 
actions at board meetings. 

Although the proposal is gener- 
ally ‘opposed by county employes 
who believe a manager would have 
too much power, it is indorsed by 
the Atlanta League of Women 
Voters, the Atlanta Chamber of

OBSERVATIONS: We are impressed

standing committee to be known as the 
“Follow-up Committee.” 

FOLLOW-UP COMMITTEE: The cuty 
of this committee is to examine carefully 
the presentments of the immediate pre- 
ceding Grand Jury to see what action 
has been taken on its recommendations. 
We hope that succeeding Grand Juries 
will continue the appointment of a Fol- 
low-up Committee, and that this com- 
mittee will get started early in each ses-

!. BAIL BONDS: This Grand Jury 
finds that while Mr. Raloh Grimes was 
actine sheriff, he asked the county attor- 
nev for advice with respect to imvroving 
our batl bond system so that this busi- 
nese mircht be conducted in such a man- 
ner that world bear inspection at any 
time. Under his direction the real estate 
aesets of these bondsmen were avpraised 
bv the local real estate board. However. 
our examination of numerous bonds 
showed that under the present sheriff, 
the bondsmen are not furnishing all the 
information called for by the form. We 
motice particularly that thev are not giv- 
tng information regarding the total num- 
a of bonds on which they assume lia-

OUR RECOMMENDATIONS with ref- 
erence to bail bonds: 

1. The same bondsmen should not be 
accepted on more than three bonds for 
2”™v one person or on bonds in excess of 
$5 000.90 in amount. 

2. Where any bond is in default and 
bavment demanded, the bondsman should 
not be allowed to sign other bonds until 
the default has been made good. 

2. Not more than twenty per cent of 
the bondsman’s total liability should be 
on bonds executed in connection with 
the same type of offense. 

4 Genera! supervision should be ex- 
ercised to see whether or not the bonds- 
mans business is spread over a wide 


range of offenses and persons, as tris 
will reveal whether or not a general 
bonding business is being conducted or 
there is some connection with a partic- 
ular law violation. 

5. In periods when drives are being 
made to stamp out a particular crime, 
greater care should be exercised in ac- 
cepting bonds as there is a greater prob- 
ability that accused persons will forfeit 
their bonds under such circumstances. 

6. An up-to-date register of bonds 
should be kept by the sheriff so that at 
any time he has the record of bonds ex- 
ecuted in his own office and can thus de- 
termine whether or not the requirements 
are being met. 

7. Bondsmen should be required to fur- 
nish financial statements with each bond 
and at regular intervals, weekly, or 
monthly, as well as when specifically 
called upon, to furnish detailed state- 
ments showing the nature of the bonds 
executed, the courts to which returnable, 
and so forth. 

If the above supervision is carried out 
and the conditions complied with, profes- 
sional bondsmen might satisfactorily be 
allowed to write bonds to aggregate two 
and one-half (2%) times the value of 
the unencumbered property owned, 


tf, PUBLIC RECREATION: City: Ap- 
propriation has been increased from 
967,000.00 in 1944 to $92,000.00 for 1945. 
Personnel selected from Civil Service list 
for thirty-five playgrounds in :

We commend the Fulton County Parks 
and Recreation Commission for their pro- 
gressiveness in sponsoring a bill giving 
legal statutory authority to that advisory 
group thus removing it from political in- 
fluence. We commend the five Fulton 
County Commissioners for their support 
of said bill. 

The Fulton County Parks and Recrea- 
tion Commission has secured the services 
of Mr. O. R. Cooper as full time recrea- 
tional directar, who started work Febru- 
ary 1, 1945. He is now in process of se- 
lecting two assistant directors, twelve 
Playground supervisors and two main- 
tenace men. Our investigation convinces 
us that the salary scale set up for these 
fourteen assistants is inadequate. 

WE RECOMMEND that the Fulton 
County Commissioners provide joint of- 
fice space for the parks department and 
recreation department so that the work 
mav be coordinated to the best advantage. 

Mr. George P. Whitman, Chairman, 
County Board of Education, has assured 
us that school grounds are always avail- 
able for use by responsible persons in 
accordance with standard rules and reg- 
ulations on file in the office of superin- 
tendent of county schools. We hope that 
a wider use will be made of county 
school facilities for this purpose. 

WE RECOMMEND immediate establish- 
ment of community house and play- 
ground facilities for the Howell Mill 
Road rection, Egan Park section, Center 
Hill section, Lakewood Heights section 
and for Negroes. the Rockdale Road sec- 
tion. It is our observation that children 
in these crowded sections are suffering 
for the want of adequate recreational 
facilities. 

iV. POLICE. We believe that the pres- 
ent method of compensating the county 
police for use of their cars should re- 
main in effect for the duration. 

We approve in principle a clothing al- 
lowance for all county employes now 
required to wear a uniform. This would 
enable the chief to make a rigid inspec- 
tion and insist that all such employes 
maintain a certain standard of dress. 

V. IDENTIFICATION BUREAU AND 
CRIME PREVENTION: A committee con- 
sisting of Chief Hornsby, Chief Millians, 
a representative of the Fulton County 
Grand Jurors’ Association, a representa- 
tive of the F. B. L, et al., was suggested 
to work out a consolidation of the Iden- 
tification Bureau and to make a complete 
analysis of crime records as to what sec- 
tions now contain the greatest number 
of law violations, what crimes are most 
serious, etc. These committees have not 
functioned because no chairman was des- 
ignated 

WE RECOMMEND that the president 
of the Grand Jurors’ Association desig- 
nate a chairman of these two commit- 


tees in order that they may be activated.

Vi. PROBATION, PAROLES AND 
PARDONS: We have been assured by 
Judge A. L. Etheridge that three of the 
four additional probation officers which 
the fcrmer Grand Jury recommended be 
employed, have been secured. We are 
told that within ninety days a fourth 
probation otficer will probably be ob- 
ta'ned 

The present procedure of furnishing to 
the probation office a copy of finger- 
prirt record of probationer, is being con- 
tinted. Also, the judges are more and 
n.ore setting forth on the order of pro- 
bation their reasons for the probation. 


Vil. FULTON-DEKALB HOSPITAL 
AUTHORITY: This Grand Jury com- 
mends our county commissioners for ac- 
tivating the Fulton-DeKalb Hospital Au- 
thority. 

» NEW BARN FOR CITY DAIRY: 
We find the same conditions to exist as 
was pointed out by the former Grand 
Jury regarding the dairy barn at the city 
prison. The cows have no shelter what- 
soever and are being milked in an old 
dairy barn which is unsanitary and in a 
bad state of repair. The whole building 
is a haven for insects and cannot possioly 
be kept clean. The city should either 
improve the condition of the dairy or sell 
the cows and purchase milk on the open 
market.

X. RESTAURANT: Mr. Clarence L. 
Duncan states that plans and specifica-

XIil. PAUPERS LEVY: WE RECOM. 
MEND that the 1945 levy for the support 
of paupers of Fulton county (Code, Sec- 
tion 92-3715, Georgia Laws, 1941, Page 
377) be fixed at not exceeding 2% mills, 
this being the same as the 1944 rate. 

Xill. GRAND JURY LIST: WE REC.- 
OMMEND that the names in Grand Jury 
box be increased to not less than 
eighteen hundred. We are impressed with 
the fact that a large number of qualified 
citizens are not called upon for this 
service. 

XIV. SOLICITOR GENERAL: This 
Grand Jury is impressed with the thor- 
ough. efficient and capable manner in 
which Solicitor-General FE. E. Andrews is 
performing the duties of his office. 

XV. PUBLICATION OF PRESENT- 
MENTS: WE RECOMMEND to the court 
that these presentments be published 
in The Atlanta Constitution, The Atlanta 
Journal and The Fulton County Daily 
Report.
